As musical jokes go, most of them 
just aren't especially evocative ; cf 
a good -solid horse ; laugh. Instead 
the listener scratches his head per- 
plexedly, thinking, it must be ,a 
private joke. Such is the case, for 
example, with Debussy's ' 'Golli- 
wog's Cakewalk" : from the Chil- 
dren's Corner Suite. It includes a 
musical quotation from Wagner; 
Lohengrin I think. Anyway, it's 
not especially funny: because j jl 
haven't read Wagner. 

Prankster on a grander scale was 
Franz Joseph Haydn,: better known 
as Papa. Papa <Tqe's Surprise Sym- 
phony (You remember— Twinkle, 
Twinkle, Little Star— the melody 
Dohani made famous?) has a final 
movement .which suddenly crashes 
,into _a_vojley of noise. PapaVthe- 
ory was that most people slept ai 
concerts anyway, - and something 
was needed to wake them up. In 
the Farewell Symphony, the play- 
ers originally filed off the stage one 
by one until the symphony was con- 
cluded bya lone flutist. 

The only really good musical joke 
that I know of requires a bit of 
background to enjoy. That j wild 
man, Hector Berlioz,, had a passion- 
ate hatred of the fugue; can't say 
that I blame him either. At the 
time he was. composing— 19th cen- 
tury—it was' the vogue to Insert 
choral fugues especially in Masses 
of tedius length even upon a single 
word such as Amen. In his Damna- 
tion of "Faust, Berlioz parodied the 
fad with a vigorous drunken fugue 
upon the word Amen sung raucous- 
ly off-key by a tavern full of blotto 
students. To the listened who Is 
ignorant of Berlioz's Intent, the op- 
eratic episode comes as a rather 
wlerd revelation in the midst of an 
otherwise beautiful work. It is 
funny, however; the best musical 
joke of them all L 

- When, howeyer, a composer such 
as Bartok quotes Shostakovich in his 
Concerto for Orchestra, the whole 
thing's lost on me since I never 
heard the particular piece by Shos- 
takovich which Bartok quotes. Most 
musical jokes require a rather 
good acquaintance with the classics 
on the listener's part. 

Aside from the common practice 
of quoting other composers, some 
indulge in cither visual or even 
completely inside jokes. George 
Anthell, for example, the. Bad Boy 
of Music, brought in an airplane 
motor for use in his Ballet Mechan- 
lque. The music itself is not es- 
pecially funny, but it must have 
been a beautiful sight at the pre- 
miere when a man's toupee is said 
to have blown up Into the balcony 
when the propeller started. 

Then too such a forefather of 
Dada as Erik Satle amused himself 
by titling compositions with names 
such as Three Pieces In the Shape of 
a Pear. Yes, he was a trifle eccen- 
tric, but his Gymnopedes are truly 
beautiful pieces of music. 

In. our own day we have such, 
what can I call them— they pretend 
to be serious, such hoaxes as John 
Cage who composed a thing called, 
I think, "01." Anyway, to play the 
piece you just sit down hi front of 
a piano for fifty-one seconds. You 
don't do anything, you just sit there. 
And Cage is the darling of the 
avant-garde in music today. 

A joke that would be much ap- 
preciated by everyone I've men- 
tioned would be this colunuv 
They'd laugh themselves sick.
